High female-represented occupations will supply 25,710 openings for females compared to the 171,434 total openings in 
Missouri by 2014. There are 8,747 openings attributed to growth, or approximately 28.5% of total openings in these occupations.

Of the occupational openings that will occur from 2012-2014 more than 12,600 openings in high female-represented occupations 
will recommend a postsecondary vocational award or higher for employment, compared to just 6,350 inhigh male-represented 


occupations.
